Town Meeting Held; Albert E. Roberts The Northfield Schools 
Special Session Brings Chosen Alumni Secretary ' Receive Large Bequest 


Out Over A Hundred 


Last Monday evening December 
lst at 7.30 o’clock the special meet- 
ing called by the selectmen George W. 


Carr, Edward M. Morgan ard Ralph 
O. Leach brought out a good attend- 
ance. The gathering was in the tewn 
hall and promptly on time Mrs. Harry 
M. Haskell mounted the platform 
called the meeting to order and read 
the ten articles in the warrant which 
had been previously posted by Consta- 
ble Huber in the proper places and 
published in The Herald. Sam E. 
Walker and Myron Dunnell were ap- 
pointed tellers. 
' The meeting proceeded to choose a 
* moderator and Mr. William F. Hoehn 
was elected under Article I. The oth- 
er articles follow with action taken as 
indicated: 


Art. 2. To see if the town will appro- 
priate the sum of $1,977.53 the 
total cost of constructing the Gill 
-Northfield highway in coopera- 
tion with the State Division of 
Highways, the town having re- 
ceived from the State its share 
of the cost or pass any vote in 
relation thereto. 


The sum named was appropriated. 


Art. 3 To see if the town will appro- 
priate the sum of $200. to be 
credited to the appropriation for 
Snow Removal made in the last 
annual town meeting or pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


The sum of $200 was appropriated. 


Art. 4 To see if the town will appro- 
priate the sum of $883.27 to pay 
expenditures for Old Age As- 
sistance to January 1, 1932 or 
pass any vote in relation thereto. 


The amount called for was appro- 
priated. 


Art. 5 To see if the town wil appro- 
priate the sum of $300. to be 
credited to the ‘appropriation for 
Contingent Account made in the 
last annua] town meeting or pass 
any vote in relation thereto. 


The sum of $300 was so Ypted All 
motions on this and*Articles'2-3 and 
4 having been made by Mr. Charles 
Warner our Town Accountant. 


Art. 6 To see whether the town will 
vote to repeal the by-law passed 
at the Annual Town Meeting of 
February 1981 relating to the 
appointment of a Town Finance 
Committee, no finance committee 
having been legally appointed 
under said by-law. 


Upon motion of Mr. R. O. Leach 
to repeal the by-law—the proposed 
new by-law was read by the Town 
Clerk referred to in Article 7 and*’a 
discussion ensued. The motion to re- 
peal was lost and the moderator was 
requested to again name the Finance 
* Committee at this meeting—the legal- 
ity of which was to be referred to the 
Attorney General.

twenty foot road where it is now 
travelled, and release to Mr. 
George Carr the portion of 
Spring Street according to the 
map then referred to, or take 
any other action in regard to

Week’s Record Higher 


Auto fatalities in the state jumped 
to 25 during the week ending the 18th 
as compared with 19 in the week be- 
fore, and 20 in the same period of 
1930. Fourteen of the total were pe- 


destrians, 10 were occupants of auto- 
mobiles, and one was a bicycle rider, 
raising the total of such riders during 
1931 by 54 per cent over 1930. 
“Crazy speeding’”’ was responsible for 
most of the 10 motorist fatalities, 
Registrar Morgan T. Ryan says. 

Of the week’s total, 21 were adults 
and four were children; munici 
Boston had three deaths, as did West- 
port; Pittseld had two, and the oth 
er municipalities in the list one, each, 
including Adams, Cheshire, Chicopee, 
Springfield and West Springfield. This 
is the most deplorable showing for 
Western Massachusetts in many 
weeks a total of seven deaths in that 
section. 


At the session of the members 
of the Trinitarian Congregational 
Church held last Sunday evening it 
was voted to extend a call to the pas- 
torate of the church to the Rev. W.

He 
is a graduate of Bangor Theological 
Seminary. He is married and has 
four children and many of the local 
citizens who have met him are much 
impressed with his personality. 


. Increasé Automobile 
Christmas In Northfield 


An increase of 67 cents in the state 
automobile excise tax for the coming 
year has been announced by Commis- 
sioner of Taxation and Corporations 
Henry F. Long. The rate at which 
owners of cars registered in 1932 will 
pay is $29.92 per $1,000, the highest 
since the excise tax was established. 

The excise tax is figured independ- 
ently of the taxes on real or personal 
property, the rate being set by the 
state, but all of the money received 
trickles into the treasury of the city 
ie town in which the car owner re- 
sides.

Almost every home on all of North- 
field’s streets, one or more Christ- 
mas wreaths on display.

Road From Northfield 
North To Be Kept Open 


The state of New Hampshire has 
decided to keep open this winter most 
of its trunk lines including the roads 
about and through the White moun- 
tains so as to make them accessible to 


the public. In the list of routes so 
included is Highway No. 10 which 
starts at Northfield at the Massachu- 
setts line and runs up the western 
side of the state to Littleton via 
Keene and Hanover. 

The New Hampshire snow removal 
program as announced by Highway 
Commissioner Frederic E. Evertt, cov- 
ers the entire trunk highway system 
of the State, which means that it links 
up every city and large town. In ad- 
dition the towns have arranged to 
plow a great many principal highways.

The towns where deaths increased 
are ‘Ashfield with two deaths in 1981 
against none in 1930; Bernardston, 
two against none; Charlemont, one 
against none: Colrain, one against 
none; Deerfield, two against none; 
Greenfield, three against two; and 
Northfield two against one.

IS THERE A SANTA CLAUS? 


(From the New York Sun, Septem- 
ber 21, 1897.) e 


We take pleasure in answering at 
once and thus prominently the com- 
munication below, expressing at the 
same time our great gratification that 
its faithful author is numbered among 
the friends of the Sun: 

Dear Editor—I am eight years 
old. Some of my little friends 
say there is no Santa Claus. 
Papa says, “If you see it in the

Miss Florence Windom of Boston 
has sent the Town of Warwick to Dr. 
Goldsbury, a check for $100 for the 
perpetual care of the Roger Hatch 
lot in the cemetery. Rev. Hatch was 
minister of the (Orthodox) Congrega- 
tional Church here for about 20 years 
and lived with his family in the Da- 
vidson-Fournier house in the upper 
village. He died in 1868 at the age of 
84, and his wife in 1875 aged 79. He 
had a family of nine children, one of 
the sons attended Amherst and the 
daughters went to Mt. Holyoke Sem- 
inary. Miss Windom’s father was 
senator from Minnesota for a num- 
ber of years and served as Secretary 
of the Treasury both under Garfield 
and Harrison.

We have no records of how Christ- 
mas was spent at Mount Vernon but 
we know that it was not always fes- 
tive. There were long years when 
the master was absent for this holi- 
day, gone to the wars to endure the’ 
rigors and dangers of winter cam- 
poiane: Perhaps one of Washington’s 

ppiest Christmases was in the year 
1 . On December 28 Congress as- 

sembled in the State House at Anna- 
polis where Washington arrived four 
days before and was met by Mrs. 
Washington. Congress was to re- 
# ceive the General’s resignation as 
i, |Commander-in-Chief of the Continen- 
| tal Army. 
| He left Annapolis the day follow- 
» |ing the short ceremony which marked’ 
# | the close of the last act of the great 
, | drama of the Revolution, departing as 
a private citizen for roads lined with 
cheering friends and retainers. The 
hospitable doors of his stately house 
were flung open wide. Bright fires 
burned on the hearths. The air was 
filled with the songs of joy because 
the master had come home. He had 
left Mount Vernon a_ year before 
merely a man, a strong man in whom 
#|the people had faith and confidence, 
,|a strong man but untried. He re- 
turned the victorious general, savior 
of the country. 

The peace and comfort of Mount 
Vernon which he dearly loved, sur- 
rounded by his family, his friends and 
his faithful servants, must have 
seemed a paradise to him. Did he 
think of that other Christmas when, 
with his little band he crossed the 
ice-filled Delaware in the dead of 
night, or that terrible Christmas at 
Valley Forge? From his writings we 
will never know, for his diaries were 
neglected at that time; and, besides, 
he never gave details of any day’s 
happenings, and made no descriptive 
or superfluous comments on anything 
that went on. In the letters of a young. 
girl present at Mount Vernon on that 
Christmas in 1783, we find the follow- 
ing comments: “The servants were in 
great glee. They came from all quar- 
ters to get a glimpse of their idol. 
The General much affected, received 
them from the front veranda. 
the old ones, were in tears, others 
were in‘rapturous mirth.” 

‘ There are not many December 26 
entries in the Washington diaries. The 
first is December 25, 1751 and was 
written on his voyage returning from 
the Barbadoes: “Christmas Day fine 
and clear and pleasant with moderate 
sea, though continuance of the trade 
(winds) which by observation had set 
us in the latitude 18° 801. We dined 
on Irish goose which had been... .for 
the purpose some weeks beef etc. etc. 
and drank a toast to our absent 
friends.” . 
December 25, 1768. “At home all 
day.” 
December 25, 1769. ‘“Dined and 
spent the afternoon at Colonel Lew- 
is’’’. The occasion at Colonel Lewis’ 
may have been an event, and probably 
was, but we must rely on our imagin- 
ations to fill in the details.

No other entries were made 
until the 29th indicating he was per- 
haps too busy with guests. On the

Messrs. William Fitzhugh, William 
Herbert, Potts, Wilson, Doctr. Craik 
and Son, George Washington Craik,

Washington passed away on Decem- 
ber 14 the next year so he never made 
another Christmas entry in his diary. 
It is interesting to notice that his di- 
ary for December 18, the day before 
his death, characteristically made no 
mention of his indisposition.
